Character  of  trade  of  Port. 

This  consists  almost  exclusively  in  the  shipment  of  china-clay 
to  other  Poirt-s,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  only  import  is  a small 
quantity  of  coal  for  use  in  the  locality. 
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Passengers  for  overseas  to  the  nimiber  of  10  were  embarkecl 
from  Fowey  during  the  year,  and  v/ere  medically  inspected  before 
sai-ling  in  .order  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  U.S  .autliorities 

Water  Supply. 

The  ships  usd.ng  the  Port  are  supplied,  as  requisite,  from  the 
mains  of  the  local  Borough  Gomicil,  Frequent  routine  ba.cterio logic; 
tests  are  carried  out  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  water  maintains  a 
satisfactory?-  standard  of  purity.

Berths,  for  quarantine  purposes,  both  inside  and  outside  the 
Harbour,  have  been  allot'oed  by  the  Hatbour-Master,  should  need  arise.! 
If  a case  of  infectious  disease  should  require  to  be  landed,  it  has  , 
been  arranged  with  the  County  Authorities  that  such  should  be  admit- 
-ted  to  their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Truro,  some  20  miles  distant, 
and  an  Ambulance  therefrom  is  alv/ays  at  call.
